NEW RUSSIAN RAILWAY SUGGESTED. 
The Amur Gazefte, a Russian paper, wants 
the Amur Railway constructed at the: exrliest 
possible opportunity. It points out that, in case 
any trouble arises in the Far Pastat the present 
-junctare, the East Chins Railway will be at 
the meroy of tlio Chinese, and then England 
and Japan may ottack Port Arthur snd ‘Vle-

THE FAR EASTERN MAILS. 
THE SIBERIAN ROUTE. 
On April }5 8 Manchester correspondent 
, called tho attention of the Postmoster-General 
to the fact that letters had been rocoived in 
Manchester from Shanghoi via Siberio, Lut that 
according to the official Post Cftice guide there 
were no facilities for conveyance of letters from 
England to Shanghai by this route: It was 
mentioned that a Jetter postmarked “ Shanghai, 
Maxch 18,” wesreceived in Manchester at 10.30 
a.m: on April 13, coming via Port Arthur and 
Moseow. The Postmaster-General was asked to 
say whether loltere from Manchestor to Shang- 
Lai could be transmitted by this route, aud if not, 
when such facilities might be experted to come 
into force. 
In reply the Secretary tothe Post Office wrote 
as follows on April 17:— 
 Sir,—With referenes to your liter of 15th 
- inst., 1 am directed by the Postmaster-General 
to inform you that towards the end of lest year 
a nctification’ was received from the Russian 
Post Office to the effect that the Trans-Biberiin 
Railwoy would not be available for the transmis- 
sion of correspondence to the Far East from 
this or:other Europecn countries unless 1 special 
arrangement was come to beforeband. The 
ferms on which tho Russian Government is pre- 
pared to carry correspondenco are being 
considered ; and in the meantime all letters ‘for 
China and the- Far East, oxcept for tho places 
specially mentioned at page 453 of the Post Office 
Guide, have to be sent by another route, Due 
notice will be given to the public in this. country 
whenever any arrengement is med for using 
the Traps-Siberian Railway for the conveyance 
of mails. The Postmester-General would be 
glad if you wonld furnish for bis inspection tho 
covers of any letters- which you have recently 
received from Shanghai by way of Siberia.” 
"Qn April 20 there were forwarded to the 
Bverotory the envelopes of two letters from 
Shanghai received in Manchester via Port 
Arthur and Moscow. A letter pested in Bhang- 
hai on March25 reached Manchesteron April 20, 
whereas the mail leaving Shanghai on March 
24 ria Suez was not due until Apri! 27. It was 
again arged that {pr morobants engaged in tho 
Far Eastern trade it was very desirable that 
there should be no unnecessary delay in .tho 
negotiations for o correspoadingly rapidly 
retury mailto China. 
The following further letter was received on 
«April 22 from the Secretary to the Post Office :-—

THE FRENCH ARMY IN THE EAST, 


os 


. The following is from 9 correspondent of 
the Times :— ‘ ' 


For some time past France hea been streng- 
thening hor wilitory system of defonco in the 
Orient, and in this task sho has been most 
ably guided by Generel Coronnat, the present 
Conimandant-in-Chief of ‘her foreos in Indo- 
Chins. . This officer, whois ono of the diviaion- 
ary.commandants in the French srmy, has seen o 
great deal of active service in tha colonies, and 
ho is genorally recognised as an expert in tactics 
and mobilisation. i : 

According to the now. organishtion, the 
anthorities in Fronch Indo-Chins have now at 


| their disposal four brigades of troopa, threo in 


actual existence and one in reservo, Should 
there be denjer of invasion, the frat threo 
would at once be concentrated on their respectiva 
centres, which sre Haiphong, Bac Ninh, and 
Baigov, to their. full strength, less the units 
actually occupying the fortsand positions along 
the frontior or on the strategio railway, rods 
und waterways leading to them; whose duty it. 
would be to delay, vo far as it might lie in their 
‘power, the oneniy’s odvance,” Arrangements 
for transport and large resorve stocks of food, 
clothing, and ammunition ere continually in 
readiness in the different contres, ‘The 
reservists, both French snd native, would be 
called ont and formed into a brigade, which 
wonld ocenpy the garrison town and forte 
left vacant by the departure for the’ front 
of the active troops, In a week ‘from 
the date of isene of an order to mobilise, Francs 
-can transport. to eny point along her colonial 
frontiers which border on the Chincse provinces 
of Kwangsi, Kwangtung, or Yunpan a forco of 
8,060 men—that is, two brigades, fally equipped 
with reserves of food and munitions for a three 
months’ campaign, and porseesing the advan- 
tages of bases within ‘cary seach, from which 
further supplies could be drawn should «it 
become ‘necessary to do 59. «Provision has 
also been made’ in the event of a repetition of 
vents similar to those which occurred in Chins 
in 1900-0], In‘such-a case the active brignde, 
whose centre of mobilisation is ot Haiphong, 
would be concentrated in that port and 
shipped at onco for tho destination which 
-might be indicated by the authorities in Paris, 
and its. place would be taken py. the 
reserve brigade or part of it. In this 
manner, on 48 hours’ notice & small corps 
@arméc consisting of abont 3,600 fnfoutry, 


four. batteries of artillery, a detachment of} 


engineers, and a squadron of native cavalry 
(* Chasseurs Anpamites”), to serve a6 scouts, 
would be in teadiness to proceed to ony given 
point on the coast of Chins, The question of 
traneport would, of courae, be o serious one, but 
there is of all times at, Hongkong at least two 
of the Mossageries Maritimes coasting boats, 
which average’ about 1,200 tons net register, 
apd a cargo-bost of the Company traneporting 
railway waterial for the rystem of lines bnild- 
ing, which vesrels possess on average register 
of over 5,000 tons, es 
Apart from ihe four brigades above moen- 
tioned, the colony also possesses a force of about 
10,000 men, which is known as the “milice 
indigeno,” whose organisstion is similar to the 
armed constabulary which exisis in Burm. 
The men, who are natives, ure well drilled and 
officered by Enropeant. In times of peace 
this force is undér the direct control of the civil 
authorities, buf in event of invasion they would 
be placed at the dispogal of the Comwmandant-in- 
Chief, and it isprobablo that it would provo 5 
most useful auxiliary to the regular army, 
The approximate strength of the active force 
in the colony (three brigades and auxiliaries) aS.
